Miss Woodside says that the great 
need is not for money and food, but 
for all the other things that are usu- 
ally counted necessaries. 

Her letter follows: 
< “SAN FRANCISCO, April 21. 
My Dearest Dorothy: 

“You have probably heard of the 
terrible disaster that has befallen this 
city. Well, dear, I cannot write of it 
yet, but we are all bidden by the re- 
lief corps to write to all our friends, 
asking them to aid us. Can you go to 
your church or among your friends 
and acquaintances and collect goods 
to send us? Anything is acceptable. 

“We are all safe in this family and 
our house is so far out that it is not 
burned, but we cannot live in it. The 
walls are down and it is completely 
wrecked. We have stayed among the 
hills, but last night came back and 
are living on the sidewalks Im front. 
We saved quite a number of things 
compared to some, but these are con- 
tained in a couple of sheets tied up 
and my Suitcase. 

“Helen, my sister, is nursing the 
wounded and the boys are trying to 
get bread or provisions. O! Dorothy, 
you cannot imagine this condition of 
affairs. No stores, no buildings, no 
houses, mo clothes, no bedding, no 
food. Money does us no good, even if 
we had it, for we can buy nothing. I 
do not dare look ahead. 

“My neck is all blistered and I have 
a cut on my face and across my eye 
from falling glass.

John P,. Herrmann, the St. Louis 
real estate dealer, went to San Fran- 
cisco immediately after the first news 
of the disaster to observe conditions 
there. To a friend in this city he 
writes as follows: 


“Oakland, Cal., April 26.—Today I 
saw the terrible effects of the earth- 


}quake and fire at Santa Rosa. Tomor- 


row I will spend another day in San 
Francisco, 

“I cannot speak too highly of the 
pluck and enterprise of the business 
men of San Francisco. They do things 
with a push of desperation. No other 
word can account for the phenomenal 
results already attained. Work, dyna- 
mite and work, so it is day and night, 
leveling down only to again build up. 

“The streets, curbs and guttering— 
granitoid, asphalt, brick, boulder and 
wood block—are in as good condition 
nearly as before the great upheaval. 
The depression in front of the Ferry 
and the Postoffice cah, I believe, be 
filled up. 

“The debris is disappearing. 
not tell how or where. 


Unburned Structures Damaged. 


“T have examined hundreds of houses 
in the residence section, not in the fire 
gone, and every one has been damaged 
from one to 33 per cent. I speak only 
of those I have examined.+> When this 
damage, which so far seems not to have 
been taken into consideration, is added, 
the total losses will be stupendous, 
Of course the gas and water mains 
tele- 
graph and telephone wires must all be 
replaced and the sewers must be re- 
paired. Fortunately these latter are in 
fair condition, and I believe will save 
the city from any epidemic. 

“T was walking down—when I say 
down, it means a grade like that from 
fourth on Market street to the river— 
Kddy street, admiring the wreckage of 
a double-tower Catholic Church, when 
me, ‘a kinder 
nodding friendly like. Immediately 
hundreds of people were rushing:’out of 
their houses, women -crying and school- 
boys shouting. Then I ducked. Things 
were getting too lively. 

How Shock of April 25 Felt. 


“When at a safedistance from the 
church I stopped, looked around and, 
there you are, the towers were as dig- 
nifred as you please looking down upon 
the populace, This was my introduction 
to the 3:20 p. m., earthquake of April 25. 

“IT felt wobbly while walking, but at- 
tributed this to a tired feeling having 
tramped incessantly for six hours bar- 
ring 156 minutes for lunch, and if the 
towers hadn't been so friendly I proba- 
bly would not have been introduced. 

“The real and permanent exodus from 
Frisco is now commencing. What effect 
this will have on the future Frisco one 
can only conjecture. 

Writing Next Day. 

“Oakland, Cal., April 27.—We _ did 
the Frisco camps today. The gale blow- 
ing was anything but pleasant and had 
the desired effect on many of the ruins, 
Fifty thousand dollars will not replace 
the finest Postoffice in this country, 
bruised by the shock.

conflagration. 

Boulevards as Fire Walls.

Unyuestionably the most gratifying achievement of the American athletes 
at the Ulympic games was the great victory of Lightbody in the 1500-meter 
event. This distance closely approximates the standard American and English 
mile, being 1640 yards, or 120 yards less than the mile. 

Englishmen have hitherto invariably beaten us at distances above 440 yards. 
The English distance runner is supposed to be the best in the world. That 
country, beyond all others, is suited to the training and development of the 
long-distance man. In Conneff, an Irishman, America had a great distance 
man, but. Lightbody is the first native-born American distance runner to beat 
the Britons at their own game. - 

When the Chicago man was at the Coliseum during the meet of the St. 
Louis University I was much impressed by his style, though he was not 
pressed in any of his races. Reference to the files of the Post-Dispatch will 
prove that I then said: “If Americans are ever going to beat the English over 
a distance this is the man who will! do it.” 

I was guided entirely by Lightbody’s splendid style. The grace and ease 
with which he ran assured him a long journey in fast time with slight exer- 
tion. It should be remembered that Sheridan and Lightbody were forced upon 
the team, though, against the wishes of Secretary Sullivan of the A. A. U. 
These men did most_of,;the scoring for the United States. 

Another special spbject to American auto felicitation is that the victory 
of Bonhag in the walk. 

This is an event never seen on an athletic program in America. This 
not as it shoulq be. Walking is the most beneficial of all exercise and a well- 
filled event in which there are five or six good men is as interesting as any 
Not even the members of the American team had any idea that Bon- 
hag could walk. It must be remembered that walking fast in the streets and 
walking in on the track are very different things. Competitive walking over 
short distances demands a very special style of action—one which closely ap- 
proaches running, yet is heel and toe walking. <A crack walker will travel a 
mile faster than the average trained athlete such as a pugilist or baseball

Another notable victory was that of Myer Prinzstein over the great Irish- 
man. O'Connor, in the broad jump. Stupendous tales of the big Irishman’s 
jumping ability have been told in this country. It was understood that the man 
who would beat O’Connor would have t0 do better than 24 feet. And the con- 
test at Athens proved that reports were not very much awry. Though beat- 
en, O'Connor made the longest jump of the trial; it was declared foul—and 
Prinzstein had to do 23 feet 7 inches to beat him. So O’Connor must be a 
great jumper. | 

While the American team was not bY any means the strongest that might 
have been sent to Athens, it proved itself much stronger than was antici- 
pated, and entirely equal to the transaction of the business in hand. 

It; practically won every event on the field program—the 100 yards, the 
quarter-mile, the half, the mile, the broad jump, the 16-pound shot, the discus, 
the hammer and the hurdles. As said before it was expected that it would win 
all of these save the half-mile and mile. The victory of Pilgrim in the quarter 
and half mile and of Lightbody in the mile are the most gratifying of all. 
Thev show us that at last we are strong where we were weak and that we 
excel the English in stamina as well as in speéd. America has every reason 
to be proud of her Olympic team. They won her the championship of the 
manly exercises in. competition with the flower of the manhood of the nations 


of the earth. 
No greater honor can be achieved by the sons of a nation. Though we may 


laud the arts, the muses, the seat acquisition of learning and the sciences, 
there is that within of the ancient brute with man which establishes the 
physical test as the highest of the tests by which men are measured great. 

We are very vroud of ovr team. And it is a comfort to know that great 
and successful as the men we sent abroad to uphold our athletic honor have 
been we have plenty of men at home who can beat them. 

While annotating the great success and .prevailment of America in athletic 
sports it is meet that we should. also mark the sudden and total decay of our 
former great rival, England, which has for centuries been reckoned the great- 
est athletic nation of the world. The recent games at Athens have placed 
England away below Sweden, a smal! country; Greece and Ireland. In fact, 
taking England’as England and Scotland, and leaving out the British col- 
onies and Ireland, which is as much a part of England as is Sheyboyan, Wis., 
the great athletic nation is on a par with little harrassed Finland in ratio of 
success at the Olympic games. Not one first did an Englishman secure on the 
track. Even their famed distance runners could not get in the money in the 
Marathon, and their milers could not do better than second to Americans. 

Verily, has the pole star of English athletics passed into eclipse in the daz- 
zling brilliancy of the flashing noonday sun of American supremacy.
